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DETAILED ACTION 
Comments 

The cancellation of original claims 1-33 and 40 by the applicant is acknowledged. 
Current claims pending are claims 34-39 and 41-54. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 34-39, drawn to a method for preparing a diaryl carbonate, 
classified in class 585, subclass 400. If this group is chosen, then the 
below mentioned species election is required. 

II. Claims 41-54, drawn to a system for screening constructs to determine a 
problem solution, classified in class 702, subclass 19. If this group is 
chosen, then the below mentioned species election is required. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are directed to related processes. The related inventions are 
distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; 
the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, while both 
inventions synthesize compounds using a genetic algorithm and high throughput 
screening, Invention I is mainly empirical while Invention II is mainly computational. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
